THE NEW AFGHAN WAR 

The treacherous and blood thirsty 
Afghan has again shown his disregard 
for solemn treaties. He has cut the 
treaty of Candahar to ribbons with his 
sword, and destroyed the British Em- 
bassy, to which scarcely six weeks ago 
ho gave a brilliant and, to all outward 
appearances, friendly reception. Major 
CavagnAIU and all his staff have been 
slain— done to death by ten thousand 
mutinous soldiers and an excited popu- 
lace. Tho authority of Yacooii Khan, 
the Ameer, has been sot aside and at 
latest reports he was besieged by his 
people and was in momentary ex- 
pectation of losing his own life. Doubt- 
less another pretender to the throne 
has arisen, and when an Afghan gains 
power he invariably puts to death 
every possible rival. " The path of the 
late Ameer to the throne was marked 
with tho blood of his male relatives. 
The present Ameer caused half-a-dozen 
aspirants to the throne to be put to 
death last spring, and it is natural 
his own turn should come. Tho late war 
with Afghanistan was waged for tho 
purpose of securing a "scientific fron- 
tier" for India With the passes that 
dobouch into the plains of Hindustan 
in British hands an enemy attacking 
from the Northwest must carry these 
passes before he can enter the low 
lands. The war was with Afghanistan, 
but it was aimed at Russia, and Rus- 
sian intrigue may have prepared tho 
way for the massacre of tho Embassy. 
The terms accepted by Yacooii Kuan 
when making peace were known to 
have exasperated the Afghans, and 
although the Embassy with a small 
escort were gracefully received, and the 
people- of C'abul observed a respectful 
and orderly demeanor, their plans for 
murder and rapine were probably then 
formed. Tho British army in India is 
already moving, and a halt cannot be 
ordored until both Cabul ami Herat 
have been taken.

Liverpool Docks. — The Liverpool 
docks as they stand at the; present day 
are amongst tho wonders of the world. 
Since the formation of the first wet 
dock in 1719 tho extension of these 
inland basins has been continuous. 
Fifteen years ago they covered an area 
of water space to the extent of two 
hundred and seventy-seven acres, and 
the quays were nineteen miles in length.

Cassiar Assizes. 



[Iletore Unlet Justice Sir Matthew Italllle Ueghlo.l 



Proceedings of the Court, Laketown, Olen- 
ora. 

The Court was opened at Laketown on 
tho 20th August, the Chiof Justico Sir 
Matthew Baillie Begbie, Knight, presid- 
ing. 

Mr. Theodore l>a\ic represented the 
Crown. 

A grand jury having been ompannelod I 
and sworn, N. F. Fostor foreman. His j 
Lordship proceeded to remark that it was 
interesting for him to again hold court in 
tho district after an absence of several j 
yours, during which timo tho peace of the | 
country had been well maintained. There 
were but two serious matters which would 
be placed before tho grand jury, ono a 
charge of the murder of an Indian woman 
against an Indian named Tom Anderson ! 
arising, it appeared, out of conjugal ro- j 
lations which should always bo sacred; 
the other a charge against a Chinaman 
of endeavoring to pass bogus gold dust 
which, although not so heinous an offence 
as that charged against the Indian, was 
serious regarding tho fact that gold dust 
was the chief article of exebango in a 
mining district. The prisoner in the lat- 
ter case was indicted for endeavoring to 
obtain a receipt for money under tho pre- 
tence that counterfeit dust was genuine. I 
tlis Lordship then proceeded to define 
murder and what circumstances would 
be a justification for it. He also explain- 
ed the offence of obtaining money, goods 
or valuable securities by falso pretences, 
As it was the duty of a petit jury to cast ! 
any doubts in favor of tho accused so it 
was tho duty of a Grand Jury to give any 
question in favor of society. His Lord- 
ship then dwelt at some length upon oth- 
er matters proper for investigation and 
presentment for a Grand Jury. 

Tho Grand Jury having retired a him' 
prius case was called on. 

Aloxander McWha vs. James Cain. — 
This was an action on promissory notes 
alloged to havo been given by tho defend- 
ant in 18(i7, the amount claimed being 
S800. 

The defendant pleaded the statute of 
limitations, in reply to which tho plaintiff 
roliod on an alleged payment of $10 to ono 
McLinden on account within six years. 
The defendant denied that the payment 
was made on account of tho notes, bui in- 
sisted that §10 was given McLinden by 
way of a loan. 

The ovidenco of tho plaintiff, McLin- 
den and Graham taken on commission 
was read and examined on his own bo- 
half. 

His Lordship held that the allogod pay- 
mont on account had not been proved and 
gave judgment for tho defendant. 

At tho conclusion of this caso tho Grand 
Jury brought in a true bill against Ah 
Son, for endeavoring to obtain a roceipt 
from John Grant by false pretences. 

Tho prisoner, boing arraigned, pleaded 
not guilty. Mr. Davie, on account of a 
previous retainer, dofondod tho prisoner. 
Mr. Lcggatt conducted the prosecution. 
From tho evidence of John Grant, G. W. 
Taylor and N. Fitzstubbs, it appeared 
that on the 11th August, 1878, the pris- 
oner, with whom a running account was 
kept, camo to Mr. Grant's storo and 
tendered C oz. and 5 dwts. of dust on ac- 
count. It was receivod from him and 
credit given; but upon examination it 
turned out that tho 'dust so givon was 
largely composed of dust in imitation of 
gold. For tho prisoner it was contended 
that he was ignorant of tho nature of tho 
dust passed by him and believed it to bo 
genuine gold dust. N. L. Foster, Jacob 
Lonz and J. L. Hart bore testimony to 
tho prisoner's good character. 

Tho jury, after an absence of three 
hours, returned a verdict of "not guilty." 

Tho Grand Jury having returned with a 
true bill against Tom Anderson for mur- 
der, the Chief Justico enquired of Mr. 
Davie if the Crown was ready to proceed? 

Mr. Davie replied that the chief evid- 
ence against the prisoner, viz. , his con- 
fession taken before tho magistrate, and 
the examination of an Indian witness 
(Shakes) who had died sinco the prelim- 
inary investigation, had through some 
accident been loft at Victoria; and under 
the circumstances ho could not in justice 
to society place tho prisoner on trial. 

Mr. Lcggatt stated that tho prisoner 
had already been confined for nearly two 
years awaiting trial. It was entirely tho 
fault of the Crown that the prosecution 
was not now ready. Ho submitted that 
the prisoner ought not to be incarcerated 
longer simply because the Crown officers 
had neglected their duty. Ho applied for 
the prisoner's discharge. 

His Lordship said that tho charge 
against the prisoner wa.s a most serious 
one and that although it appeared that 
tho Crown had been neglectful, he did 
not feel justified in ordering the discharge 
of the prisoner. His Lordship then re- 
manded the prisoner until tho next As- 
sizes. 

Friday, Aug. 22. 

Henry Christie, appellant, ra, Solomon 
Cadman, respondent, 

This was an appeal against a judgment 
of tho Gold Commissioner. 



It appeared tliat tho appellant had ob- 
tained a charter from tho Government to 
construct a ditch from Quartz Creek to 
Snow Creek for the purpose of selling wa- 
ter upon tho ditch line. Before tho con- 
struction of tho ditch it had beon agreed 
that two companies of minors — the "Sido 
Line Co." and tho "Gap Co." — should as- 
sist in bringing iu tho water, and in con- 
sideration of such assistance tho appel- 
lants agreed with the two companies to 
allow them one-half of tho water running 
in the ditch for the use of thoir claim. 
After this agreement tho Sido Lino Co. 
sold out to tho respondent, who owned 
ground located about 800 foot from tho 
Side Lino Co., and Gap Co. Respondent 
claimed tho privilege of using tho water 
either upon tho Side Lino ground or tho 
adjoining ground. 

Tho appellant sued tho respondent for 
§144, for tho use of water upon tho ad- 
joining ground. Tho Gold Commissioner 
hold that tho respondents had tho privi- 
lege of using tho water upon cither claim, 
and gave judgment for tho respondent. 

His Lordship roversod tho docision of 
the Gold Commissioner and ordered judg- 
ment to bo entered for the appellant in 
tho amount claimed ; each party to pay 
his own~costs. 

Mr. Davie, instructed by Mr. Loggatt, 
appeared for tho appellant, and Mr. Walls 
for tho respondent. 

COUNTY COURT. 

Saturday, Aug. 23. 

Cloarihtio & Carson vs. Q. W. Taylor — 
This was an action to recover §253 75 duo 
for drinks suppliod to tho dofondant. Tho 
plaintiff Cloarihtio sworo that of tho 
amount claimed at least §50 was duo for 
cigars ; but all had been charged as drinks. 

The defendant pleaded the Tippling 
Act. 

Judgment was given in favor of plain- 
tiff for §50. 

Mr. Davie, instructed by Mr. Walls 
appeared for tho plaintiff, and Mr. Lcggatt 
for the defendant, 

Konalka, an Indian, vs. William Dixon. 
This was an action to recover damages for 
injury to a canoe caused by caftlo shippod 
by tho defendant having run over and 
broken it. 

Judgment was given in favor of plain- 
tiff for §50. 

Mr. Davie for plaintiff; Mr. Loggatt for 
dofondant. 

George Murdoch vs. Ali Fouch— Action 
on a promissory note for §150. 

Defendant pleaded that he signed tho 
note as agent only. Several witnesses bo- 
ing examined tho plaintiff accepted a non- 
suit. 

Mr. Davio for plaintiff; Mr. Lcggatt for 
dofondant. 

Several ot-liev eases were settled out of 
Court and confessed. 

Court opened at Glenora Landing on 
Thursday tho 29th August. 

Mr. 0. T. Millard was chosen Foreman 
of tho Grand Jury. 

His Lordship in charging tho Grand 
Jury expressed his regret that an alleged 
murder of a most determined charactor 
should havo necessitated the holding of a 
Court at Glenora Landing. He alluded 
to the killing of tho toll collector George 
Jenkinson. If tho facts stated in tho do- 
positions were borne out the jury could 
have no difficulty in coming to the con- 
clusion that tho deceased had been mur- 
dered by the prisoner now in custody. 

His Lordship briefly referred to the du- 
ties of Grand Juries. 

After an absence of a fow minutes a 
truo bill was returned. 

The prisoner Attow, otherwise John- 
son, having been arraigned, commonced a 
statement ; but His Lordship ordered a 
ploa of "not guilty" to bo entered. Tho 
prisoner was carried into Court and prop- 
pod up in a chair with pillows during tho 
trial. 

Mr. Davie opened tho caso for tho pro- 
secution and after stating tho facts called 
tho witnesses. 

Konnoth M. Morris deposed that ho was 
in a house at Telegraph Crook on tho 19th 
July last, when hearing a quarrel ho went 
outside and saw tho prisoner abusing 
a clootchman. Ho had cut her in tho 
forehead and had a pistol in his hand. 
Mr. Jenkinson, tho deceased, was stand- 
ing behind tho prisoner. The docoased 
called to tho prisoner to stop. Witness 
rushed on the prisoner and hold his arms 
and tho prisoner turned round to shake 
him off and fired tho pistol backward over 
his shoulder. Tho fire burnt witness' 
coat and Jenkinson boing bohind witness 
behoves tho shot struck him. Witness 
wrestled with prisoner and finally they 
both foil — witnoss underneath. Deceasod 
assisted witness in trying to tako tho pis- 
tol from prisoner. When undorneath 
witness cried out to Jenkinson, "Good 
God, take the pistol away or he will shoot 
mo." Deceased faintly replied, "I can't 
get it. " Witness then got hold of the 
muzzle of tho pistol and with tho assist- 
ance of a Stick Siwash wrested it from 
tho prisoner and threw it into the creek. 
Ho then struck prisoner over tho head 
and pushed him into the creek and walk- 
ed away as fast as he could ; witnoss 
thought that he was shot, but upon get- 
ting to Harris' saloon found that ho hsd 
been stabbed in tho lower extremities. 

Susan, Clawack Indian woman, depos- 
ed— I know the prisoner. When became 
to Telegraph Creek I heard him say that 
ho wanted to got his clootchman as he 
had heard that she had slept with an In- 
dian on tho steamer. Remomber tho 
day deceased died. Heard prisoner tell 
his clootchman to go with him 
or ho would kill her. He then struck her 
on the head with a knife and drew a pis- 
tol and told her to go up the hill. She 
refused. Mr. Morris went up to them. 
Morris and tho prisonor wrestled togethor. 
Johnson, tbe prisoner, had a knife in his 
right hand. The deceased was at tho back 
of him; prisoner made a cut backwards at 
deceased with tho knife after which ho 
took the pistol in his right hand and fired 
over his right shoulder. Morris took the 
pistol from prisoner and threw it into the 
creek. He afterwards throw prisoner in- 
to the creek. When prisoner got up from 
tho creek ho told mo to look out for my- 
self and not to be around where ho was. 
Ho wont up tho hill and came down again 
with two guns. When tho men carrying 
tho body of Jenkinson saw Johnson com- 
ing thoy dropped tho body and ran away. 
Johnson had ono gun under his arm and 
pointed the other at the men carrying tho 
body. I shouted to him not to firo that 
way as my children were there and lots 
of Indians." Ho said ho wanted to kill 
ono moro white man and did not care if 
ho killed fifty. After the men had drop- 
ped tho body of Jenkinson tho prisoner 
wont to tho corpse, knelt down and stab- 
bed it threo times very fiercely with his 
knife. I did not seo him stab, but I 
hoard him strike distinctly three times; 
I was afraid to look. 

Charles Wellington, deposed — I was in 
Briorly's saloon on tho l!)th July when I 
heard a shot fired ; afterwards tho barkeep- 
er reported that a man was killed. I rush- 
ed out and saw Mr. Jenkinson lying on 
the ground by Mr. Casey's houso. Ho 
was still breathing. Threo others and 
myself picked deeonBod up and carried him. 



I took his feet. While wo were carrying 
him he breathed his last. As wo were 
carrying him I looked up and saw the 
prisonor on tho hill with two guns. Ho 
dropped ono and presented tho other at 
us. Wo dropped the corpse and rushed 
into a houso. I saw tho prisoner go up 
to Mr. Jenkinson's body and stab it twice. 
Jonkinson died in our arms. 

Tho prisoner here repeated the Lord's 
prayer in fair English; prayed God to 
open his heart, to forgive his sins, bloss 
all his dear white brothers and rocoivo 
his soul. 

James Normansoll, special constable, 
sworn — On tho 19th July 1 received in- 
formation that a murder had beon com- 
mitted at Telegraph Greek and that tho 
murderer was at large. Barney Johnson 
and I took our position on tho trial and 
waited until daylight. We returned to 
Glenora and found Mr. Brown on guard 
Boing informed that prisonor was on tho 
trail fourmiloahoad — Brown, Fred. Lynch, 
Barney Johnson and myself wont out. 
Lynch and I were abovo tho ditch on tho 
rise of the trail, Barney Johnson was a 
few yards lower down. Wo had not boon 
thore long before tho prisoner came up 
close to whore wo were. He stood there 
taking a deliberate look over tho country. 
Barney Johnson gavo a low whistle to 
draw our attention and tho prisonor im- 
mediately ran down tho bank, Lynch and 
Johnson following him and calling upon 
him to stop. I kept tho trail trying to 
head tho prisonor off. Thoro were 
several shots fired at tho prisonor dur- 
ing this timo. Prisonor jumped ovor 
the bank on to tho bar of tho river and by 
this timo 1 had got ahead of him. Ho 
came to a stand behind somo bushes. I 
drew my revolver and told him if ho did 
not go quietly to jail I would shoot him. 
Ho wanted to toll mo of his troubles. I 
told him he could tell mo at tho jail and 
insisted on his going on immediately. He 
turned as if going in the direction of tho 
jail, but turned sharp round and cut at 
mo with his knife, 1 avoided tho blow 
and struck him over tho head several 
times and my last blow rondored him in- 
sensible. I then got some of his friends 
and had him convoyed to jail. The knife 
produced was taken from tho prisonorand 
was tho one with which ho struck at wit- 
ness. It was a two-edged ono evidently 
made out of a file. 

Fred. Lynch deposed that the first shot 
fired at tho prisonor hit him on tho loft 
shoulder and that the prisoner then drop- 
ped his guns and ran. 

The prisoner's statement., given before 
tho committing magistrate, was then read 
and is as follows : 

statement of the prisoner attow or 

JOHNSON. 

The witnesses at Telegraph Creek told 
partly tho truth and part falsehood. 
When I camo from Clearwater I wanted 
to seo my wife and boy and they wero 
not horo at Glenora. I asked ono of my 
friends whore is my woman i and ho an- 
swered that sho had gone to Telegraph 
Creok. I then said I did not want her 
any more and if the came back sho should 
not stay in my house. I then found out 
that somo ono had taken my gun to Telo- 
graph Creek; then I started to go and get 
my gun. I wanted to get my woman 
down as far as Eraser's. 1 thought Bill 
Wigg was thoro with a boat. If Wigg 
was there I wanted him to take my wife 
and I to Glenora. I then said to my 
friend, what has she gono thore for '/ My 
boy said that sho had been washing for 
Jno. Callbreath and went up to get hor 
pay. My boy told ino that he had lost 
ins hat and he wanted to get a hat. I 
told him that if his mother camo back 
with him I would go to L< veil's and get 
him a hat. I then kissed my boy and 
Baid I was going to Telegraph and coming 
back in tho morning with Bill Wigg. I 
started about 4 o'clock and got to Tele- 
graph about o'clock. I asked all tho 
siwashes whore is my klooclinian ? and 
Mrs. Casey answered she is over in tho 
tent. I wont into tho tout and there was 
a lot of women and men, and 1 asked 
where is my woman gono ! and one an- 
swered, sho is just gono out. I thought 
sho was in Callbroath's houso. I went to 
Callbreath's houso and looked in at the 
door, but thoro was no woman, only men 
in there. I met Tongas Billy and ho said 
my woman was over in a tent. I ran down 
to seo her. I thought she was drinking 
liquor and that is the reason 1 wanted to 
catch hor at it. I opoiled tho tent, but 
found she was not there. Then I started 
back and went to Johnny Jessie's house 
and asked a lot of Indians if thoy saw my 
wife go down in a canoe that was just 
starting. There was ono Indian told me 
ho saw my wife go in tho canoe. Then I 
went as far as Callbreath's houso and call- 
ed an Indian from tho steamer and asked 
if he had seen my wife. Ho said yes, sho 
is on board tho steamer. I went on board, 
but could not see her on deck. I went to 
tho hatchway and I saw tho Sitka Indian 
getting up and starting forward in the 
hold. I wont below and saw my woman 
thore. Tho fireman told me to go back 
or ho would kick mo out and I startod 
with my wifo forward on deck, and she 
stopped there and one of my friends said 
to her, "go along with your man." Then 
alio started off with mo, and I said to her, 
"Now, I havo got you. " When I got as 
far as tho bridgo with hor, I turned back 
and shook my hand at her, and said, "I 
told you not to put your foot on board 
that Btcamboat, because you know thoy 
havo mado a fool of you. You spent all 
your money in Victoria." Then I asked 
if sho told my brother what sho camo to 
Telegraph Creok for. Then sho said 
sho did not say anything to him. 
I would not have cared if she had told 
me then what, business sho went on. The 
timo wo went to Victoria wo wanted to 
buy goods. Sho spent all the money 
with this Indian (of Sitka). Then wo were 
walking outside of Casey's houso. I saw 
some boys playing with somo tin cups 
tiod with a string. I took my knifo and 
cut the string and I told my woman to 
tio my tilings and pack them. I said, 
"you have beon making a fool of me now; 
pack my things." I told hor to hurry on 
and I would tio tho bundlo on the top of 
the hill. She would not go but sat down. 
I tied up the bundle myself and while I 
was cutting the string perhaps sho stooped 
down and that is tho way tho knife Btruck 
hor. Then I looked and saw that I had 
cut her and I commenced to feel excited. 
I started then to go into Casey's houso to 
got my coat with my pistol and cartridges. 
I put on my ammunition belt and pistol 
and went out. I told my klootchman 
that sho alwayB mado a fool of me and now 
she had lost mo; then [ told every ono not 
to como whero I stood. There was a great 
chango in my mind. Thou I saw Jenkin- 
son coming and 1 thought ho would jump 
me. I called him "white brother" and 
told him not to come horo. Ofton a white 
man's klootchman does wrong and ho 
shoots her through the head. I then told 
hor I did not want to do any injury to ono. 
Mr. Jonkinson jumped me, but if ho had 
stopped two minutes I would have thrown 
my pistol away; then he called out to Mr. 
Morris to tako tho pistol away from mo; 
I ran up as far as tho blacksmith's shop 
and Morris caught mo there; Morris was 
holding me and Jenkinson told Morris to 
take tho pistol from mo and shoot me; I 



had hold of my pistol and shot behind mo 
and I thought tho ball took efl'ect in the 
body of Jenkinson as I saw him fall; then 
wo both fell— that is, Morris and I — then 
old Jenkinson camo and kickod mo; I 
then took my knife out and stabbed up- 
wards at Jenkinson; Morris was still hold- 
ing me and I stabbed Morris under mc 
backwards; I think it was Morris that 
throw mo into the creek; then I started to 
go up tho bank on the flat whero tho touts 
ore and looking around I found my gun in 
ono tent, also another gun in tho same 
tent; then when I came out and stood on 
tho bank I saw a lot of white men packing 
tho body of Jenkinson; then I got vexed 
again; I laid down one inusket, held tho 
other up and told tho whito men to shoot 
mo; I felt bad when I saw ho was dead; I 
wanted somo ono to kill mo; no ono camo 
near mo, but Susan tho Kla-wak woman 
camo and gave me my hat, and she told mo 
to leave if I did not want to be killed, and 
I started to como down this way; when I 
was coming down I was thinking to come 
to Mr. Lovell's and Mr. Hunter's house to 
report myself ; I would not havo lied; I 
would havo come and reported; I did not 
say that I did not care if I killed fifty 
men; when I came down as far as tho 
ditch I thought thore was a lot of whito 
men and I laid my gun down and rested: 
I saw a lot of white men coming out from 
tho brush; I laid down to pray; no one 
had firod a shot thon; then I picked up my 
two guns again: I had the two .guns tiod 
togothor with a rag and I started to pull 
ono out when somo ono fired; tho first shot 
hit mo in tho shoulder; I got stunned, but 
I did not fall down; I staggered; I felt my 
arm weak and the guns dropped down on 
tho ground; some ono throw a stono and 
I dodged it; thon another shot was fired 
and I foil; there was moro stones thrown 
at mo and I camo to again; thon I start- 
ed across tho field and saw a man in tho 
fiold with whito whiskers and ho aimed 
and shot at mo; on tho top of tho hill 
thoro was also firing at mo, but no ball 
took offect that time; I started down the 
hill staggering, but still I had my souses; 
I laid down in tho water, thon I folt bet- 
ter; I got up and prayed tho men not to 
shoot, as I wanted to go to a good place; 
I did not want to die in tho water; then I 
started and saw a lot of men all round, 
and thou I told them to shoot and one 
shot took effect in my thigh; ono man told 
mo to como along, that I had killed two 
men; I said, "thank you, I will como;" 
thon I saw Normansoll and I started, and 
thero was two shots fired then; I then lost 
my sonses; I took out my knife and struck 
soveral times, but did not know what I 
was doing. 

This completed tho caso for tho Crown 
and tho. judge in charging the jury said 
that if they boliovcd tho witnesses a clear 
case of murder had beon made out against 
tho prisoner. 

The jury returned a verdict of "guilty." 
When asked if he had anything to say 
why sontenco should not be passed upon 
hint the prisoner made a long statement 
substantially tho same as that givon be- 
fore tho Magistrate. The prisoner further 
said that he had always boon a good friend 
to the whites and that bis friends called 
him a fool for being so good to them. 
That a brother of his had been killed by 
a whito man on board the steamer Cali- 
fornia, but that ho had said nothing. He 
knew that ho was all tho samo as dead, 
but God had opened his heart. Ho was 
so wounded that he could only live a tow 
days. 

His Lordship said that the prisoner had 
beon guilty of a cruel murder and that 
thoro was not one mitigating circumstance. 
Jenkinson was an old man and married 
and no ono believed the prisoner when ho 
stated that ho thought Jonkinson wanted 
to kill him. If ho (the prisoner) merely 
acted from fear, what induced him after 
he saw Jonkinson lying apparently dead 
to como and inflict further wounds and so 
make sure of tho death of his victim/ His 
Lordship then sentenced tho prisoner to 
bo hung up by the nock until ho was dead 
and recommended him to confess tho truth 
to God and not lie to him as ho had done 
at his trial here.

A Bylaw to prohibit the erection of Wooden 
Buildings u-ithin certain Fire Limits 
within the City of Victoria : 

1. That such part of tno City bounded 
on tho North by Johnson street, on the 
South by Fort street, on the East by 
Broad streot and on the West by the 
Water Frontage be hereby declared with- 
in tho Firo Limits of tho City of Victoria. 
The centro of Johnson to contrc of Fort 
from centre of Broad shall be limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Firo Limits shall have their outside 
Walls and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stone or otlsor hicombustiblo material and 
such outside Walls shall oxtentl four foot 
above Wall Plate of Boof, and party Walls 
shall also extend to same height ubove 
Wall Plato of Boof. Boofs shall be cov- 
ered with such material as will afford pro- 
tection against Firo and tho Walls shall 
bo so constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and overy part of tho interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
tho apex of Boof should exceed tho height 
of Fire Walls, then the Boof must bo 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection against Firo. In tho case of 
Gables tho Walls are to bo carried up to 
the full height of the Apex of said_ Boof. 
Tho term Building, as applied in thia 
Section, shall not includo Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, 'or other incombustible 
materials, shall bo made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

4 Tho Wooden Building within the 
said Firo Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without the written permission of 
t lie Chief Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majority of 
the Firo Wardens, which permit shall 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
quired, and no such permit shall bo given 
if any increase will bo made by the pro- 
posed change or alteration in the sizo of 
any Wooden Building within tho auid 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will incrcaso tho value of such building 
more than Twenty-five per cent. The ap- 
plications thorefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall be kept on file in the 
ollieo of tho City Clerk. 

5. No Building within the said Fire 
Limits shall be removod excopt to a por- 
tion of the same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside tho Firo Limits.

the judgment of tho Chief Engineor and 
a majority of tho Firo Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of the Chief Enginoor 
and a majority of the Firo Wardens, be 
damaged by fire to the extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to be served upon the 
owner or person having control theroof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
tho same forthwith, and the person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Story Buildings — Foundations 
to be not less than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not loss than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as tho caso may 
bo, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. Two Story Buildings— 
Foundations to bo not less than twonty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in tho hard clay or gravol, as 
the case may be. Brick Walls — Ground 
floor to be not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not loss than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of tho provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall be punished by a fine of not 
loss than ton or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a new ofl'cnco and punished accordingly. 

9. The Chief Engineer of tho Victoria 
Fire Department and tho Fire Wardons 
are required to see that the provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to mako com- 
plaints in tlie Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may bo cited for all 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879. '
